C0LUMBU8, O., Jan. 33.— The Bpacious 
lobby of tho Hotel Chittendi^u was 
crowded yesterday afternoon and even- 
ing by members of the general aHsem- 
blj, state offlciala and politicians, and 
th« •li.abiCMBUng topic was the senior 
0140 ifiMitanUp. A stranger would 
have thought that a senatorial ctnaaoM 
was about to be held instead of a legis- 
lative reunion. About 90 members of 
both houses of the legislature came to 
Attend ^e reunion, and most qt them 
wecf attlMtod frkfOlj by the |||lk fbont 
tke iMnalaHUp. It wMUivMMr impos- 
sibility to get a poll of the memhert up- 
on their preference in event of a special 
session to elect a anccessor to Senator 
Sherman. Not over half a dozen would 
even say they had a preference. 

The drift of sentiment, however, was 
•gainst the calling of a special session, 
and in favor of the appointment of 
Hon. Mark Hnnna to sijioceed Senator 
Shermaa. This prove to be quite a 
surprise to the friends of Governor 
Bushuell, who have raaintjiined that 
Mr. Hanna would not be appointed. 
Inasmuch as the egislatnre is friendly 
to Qovemor Bnshnell, it was presumed 
that it wovld not look favorably upon 
Mr. Hanna. But there were points upon 
which tJiej had notreckoned. Hanj of 
the members want to be made postmas- 
ters under the MoKinley adniinistrA* 
tion, and as u matter of policy, if noth- 
ing morf, they are mifiuOj to ]ir. 
Hanna. 

The chairman of the national com- 
mittee arrived from Cleveland about 2 
o'clock Ln tlie afternoon, accompanied 
by Major Dick. Mr. Haniia liad en- 
gaged the parlors on t)iie first floor at 
the Chittenden, and as soon as liis ar- 
rival became known a strinf^ of callers 
passefl in and out of hi.s rooniH. Mr. 
Hunua maintained that li»' had not 
come hcxe iu the interests of liis caiuli- 
d|K;y tot United Slatis senator, but that 
he was merely the ii.vited guest ot the 
members of the gem ral assembly. He 
wafl greatly annoyed by the construc- 
tion placed upon his visit. 

Ex-(iovemor Postor, who was erpect- 
ed to be here, failed to put in ab ap- 
pearance, and it was rumored that he 
had given up the idea of heooning a 
candidate for the senatorship. 

It was 10 o'clock before the members 
of the general assembly and their guests 
were seated at the bau<}uet tables iu tho 
dining room uf the Chittenden last 
night. Tho tables were arranged in the 
form of the flgureB "72," and contained 
cx)vers for 200, alwut lialf of whom were 
state officials and guests of the mem- 
bers. 

Mr. Hanna was among the first to 
enter tlie nKim. His entrance was un- 
heralded and it was a monuoit bufore 
the crowd caught on and started to ap- 
j^nd. A few moments later Governor 
Bashnell entered, and h* ^ms giTen a 
royal welcome. 

Governor Bashnell, the tpMtmaster 
for the evening, was seated in the cen- 
ter of the west table. At his right was 
LieBtenantt governor A. W. Jones and at 
his left Adjutant General Axline. iSx. 
Hanna sat next to Mr. Jones with Hon. 
lieyi C. Goodalo at his right. Speaker 
D. L. Sleeper came next followed by 
Speaker pro tem. C. H. Hosier, Mr. 
Blackburn and Senators Horbangh, 
^olUyanand Shryook. At the left of 
General Axline were Judge John A. 
.abAfich, CBb^ .Qiiae And other 

A^ttoallthe nests had been seated 
iim^inte areAt& pleased at the electric 
usplay whioh followed. The room was 
danmed and than "Welcome 72" shone 
forth from the oailing. Then a beauti- 
ful AmerioMi flag in tite red, white and 
blue cave oot of the darkness, elici^Mlg 
a round of arolause. 

It w|W iVMt midnight when Speaker 
Steeper introdnoed Governor Bushnell. 
A loud burst of applause followed, last- 
ing sereiW mlnvtes. The goTemor ^en 
SSgmtpiaik^ .those present won '^Je 
Ih^^t there were |o maiir numbers 
of the legislature p re ss n fe and that no 
4wths bad oconrnd «lnw tM.body was 
elooted. The govettK* told iMfeial good 
stories apropos to ibe occasion aiid called 
out a .hearty laugh b7 itstmg he 
was thankful he did not .1»TS.» togul»- 
tore on his hands. 

Lieutenant Govomor A. W. JpilflS xp- 
sponded to the toast, "the*Bownty- 
second General Assembly ;" the senti- 
ment beiqg, "The Evil That Men Do 
Lives Afte?fhem." 

Adjutant General Axline responded 
to the tOM^ "The Ohio Soldiery Cour- 
ageous in Warj lAW-abiding in Peace, 
E\eT Loval." 

Governor BushneH's introduction of 
Hon. M. A. Hanna was a very happy 
one, the toast being "Ohio, the Mother 
of Presidents." When Mr. Hanna arose 
he wa.s given an ovation. He began by 
^lutinK that he accepted the invitation 
to attend tho banquet on the condition 
that he was not to be caUed apaB-tf) 
make a response. He had been cau|^t 
unawares, but could not refrain from, 
adding his testimony to the sterling 
worth of the present legislature. Ohio 
was a great state. She had great nat- 
ural resources and her sons took adl^- 
tage of them. The oonutiy oaUed pres- 
idents from different sections but SJftar 
a &.W trials always came ba<}k to phio 
for a leader when any gi eat crisis was 
oonfrootsd.

New York, Jan. 23. — George Dixon, 
champion feathcnveight pugilist of the 
world, defeated Australian B/Jfy 4iur- 
pby of qind^naU in six ran^ds Ifst 
night at jthe Broadway Athietio olnb. 
Murphy, who arrived here from the 
west a couple of days ago, was trained 
rather fine, and when he stripped the 
general inipressiou was that he would 
never be ^ble to go the stipulated dis- 
tance of s6 rounds. iMxon, on the con- 
trary, never looked in better fettle, and 
he was mfde a pronounced favorite, his 
friends ^backing him liberally at odds of 
2tol7 

D^ng .the first half of the fight Mur- 
phy J^q^d his own. Whenever Di.xon 
WQtil4:|ead with hisJ^t l^upby invari- 
ably swaqg nis light on ihsMok of the 
heM Mid iuso sentMina soma 
blows, bat at all times he judged dis- 
tances very poorly. Dixon's double 
blows with the left puzzled Murphy 
very much, and the oofared hay landed 
it naif a dcisen times dnnng the oonteet. 
From the fourth round to the end of the 
fight Murphy grew Tisibly Weaker, but 
Dixon showed no effects from Murphy's 
blows, and at the opening of the sixth 
ronndwashrfarthefreaner man. The 
blow whioh ki^xsked Murphy ont was a 
peculiar one. It wasa left swing com- 
bined with a kind of uppercut and the 
butt of Dixan's left hand caught Mur- 
nhy in tiie pit of the stomach. It 
doubled Billy np and he fell on his 
hands and kneei to the floor, where he 
gi'oped about hopalwily mntil iM.was 
counted out.

Nbw You, Jan. 1^.— H. Q. ipnn & 
Company's Weekfy review of tiads isys : 

There is more business, though not at 
better prices. It is interesting that al- 
most all prices which change at all are 
lower than a M-cok ago, and yet basinc-s 
is unquestionably Lixger. There is 
larger production, but as yet not as 
much increase in oonsnmption, and 
there is larger buying of matejnals, but 
at present only bccaase better prices are 
expected in the future. A few con- 
spicuous failures during the week have 
had no material influence. The market 
for .securities is sli^litly stronger and 
yot there is very little doing. Tbo 
number of hands employed, all indus- 
tries considered, is slightly larger than 
a w?ek ago, without adverse chi.n^-e in 
the rate of wagea. All apprehci:si<in of 
foreign disturbance of money markers 
has pa.ssed away, but there is still great 
caution in making loans. It is a mi.-<- 
take to reckfui these as symptoms of de- 
pression. On the contrary, in spito of 
the lower range of prices in important 
industries, the conditions all indicate 
larger production and a consumption 
increaang, not as yet largely, but 
steadily. 

Wheat, com and cotton export.s are 
the key to the lliuincial situation a;id 
during th(! pa.st we«'k wheat has de- 
clined thr<'e-(ightlis of a cent and corn 
five-eif^'hths, while cotton is uin"lian>re(l. 
The western receipts of whiiat are still 
small, 5H1,(M)0 br.shuls less than a year 
ago, and for three wec^ks of Jannarv 
4,01!),719 bushels, against 7,G6«,709 last, 
year, but the Atlantic exports, flour i"- 
cludnd, were 1,534,715 btishels for the 
week, afirainst 2,8Gti,4r)7 last year and in 
three weeks of January have been 6,- 
oiu,083 bushels, against •,8M,64t 'last 
year. 

The price has declined for com also, 
althougn everybody knov^ that the 
heavy exports mean rtlatijtfyniiti^ tBin 

the exports of wheat. 

Cotton is unchanged after an eighth 
decline, but the ooutinuiag large move- 
ment from plantations, and depression 
of mannfaotving here and abroad, do 
not enooiaragie figo prices. There has 
been a general nMlnalfaa in nrices of 
cotton goods, which at prsaani- stUnn- 
lotes larger buying. 

The woolen industry is as slow as 
ever and no real improvement appears 
in the demand for goods, although ow- 
ing to the lateness of the season there is 
a uttle more doing, both in spring and 
in winter goods, without quotable 
change in prices. The heayr buying of 
wool mentioned last week nas contin- 
ued, with smaller concerns participat- 
ing, and is understood to be in anticipa- 
tion of expected duties, the sal«s at Bos- 
ton alone haviujs amounted to 11, 668,- 
000 pounds. QuotatiQiu have not 
changed as yet, lUthoagh We it fcr u hold- 
ers are quite stiff. 

In the minor metals a strongar tone is 
general, and with an ontpnt (tf 17,619 
tons in the United Sta^ and 7,68fi in 
other oonntrisa, which is larger than in 
any other month sinoa Jnly. in other 
countries, and except in October, larger 
than in any other month sinoa Msioh 
last in the United States. 

Copper is slightly stranger at 19 oei^s, 
lead has improved a little with 8.07 l-'i 
ottits asked and tin is steady at 18.40 
cents, with a stronger market at Londo:i. 

The iron ibdustry is engaged in set- 
tling native prices, and tho ^ow oper- 
ation retards business in many branches 
since the f attire of prices is nnceriaiii. 
Bessemer pig is a tnflo lower at $10.40 
at Pittsburg and grey forge 10. 4.0, though 
no further decline has oootirred in east- 
ern mai^eti or at Chicago. But the 
competition «fl MW concerns tempted to 
manufnctnrd naltt by the high prices re- 
cently maintjiinod caused slightJv lower 
sales of wire nails at $1.85 and of oat 
nails at $1.26. The bar association has 
been In session to consider the reduction 
of steel bars to 1 cent, and in large con 
tracts evon lower, and the billet a.sso( lu- 
tion ha8 again been called together to 
meet on the 3flth, although there i.s n > 
prospuot of its reorganization, and bil- 
lets iire selling at |l.'j.25 at Pitt.-ibui,^'. 
The incre^ise in in:iniifa<'turing i.s ju 1 - 
hai>s more definitely shown than in any 
other way by tho prodnotion of coke, 
which stti'.dily increases, U,H17 ovens 
being in l)last, against 8,173 idle, and 
the W(\'k's oiiti)ut 100,880 tons, is over 
dotible the ontpnt tif Oct. 1.

CUBAN CAUSE STILL LIVES. 

ExIrnctR of I.ptt<Tii From rrciilclrnt Cle- 
nrroH and (iencral Oomes. 

Clxvbland, Jan, 23. — Seiior Fidel 
Piera, secfetary of the Cuban junta 
paased through Cleveland yesterday aft- 
ernoon en route to Columbus whore ht> 

will address a Vig niassmeeting this 
evening. In conversation with a re- 
p'jrier Jlr. Piera said: 

"I have jnst received letters fi-oin 
President Cisneros of the Cuban repub- 
lic and General (?omez. 

"President Cisneros says that the re- 
ports ot his ill health are all fnbrca- 
tiouR. •! am sure,' he writes, 'that I 
shall be able to ride a horse for at kiist 
eitcht or ten years yet, and fw that time 
at least the friends of Cuba need not 
worry about the acceptance of autono- 
my or tba ending of the war on any 
te rms other than absolute iudoi>ena- 
ence. Never, while I am alive, will I 
consent to cease fighting, with only 
Spain's pron^ses as an teaftcemeht. ' 

"The ystttr fkfoni QuMtk read in part 
as follows : 'All thn stories in which it 
was Stated that I had proposed to com- 
promise are lies of Spanish invention. I 
have not written Siwin or anybody el.;e 
in regard to the matter and I never 
made any such statements to,iny( ne.' 

"H<' concluded his letter as follows : 
'You will, no donbt, remnmlxT the only 
condition on which I a>rreod to enter 
thi.s war. which was that y>-4' should 
never lay down arms until freedom was 
:u liiev( d, and 1 intend to enforce that 
stiniiiatiori.' " 

.^eiior Piera is oven more confident of 
victory than when ha Ttfi^d tlpis dty 
a f \v weeks ago. 

"I <'an tell yon as a sort of sta'e se- 
cr' f," said he, "that it will beonlya 
fi w weeks until the insnrgents will l<e 
ill possession of f)ne of tho largest and 
n^.(ist important cities, at whioh Onr cap- 
ital will be est.ablish<'d. 

■' 1 am hojjeful of tho new adminis- 
tration. When I .q.'iw Prosident^-tilect 
McKinley (hiring mv former visit to 
Cleveland, I could, of course, only ex- 
plain tho situation to him, but I hop- 
that ho was favorably imprcesod with 
our oanse."

Most important of 
these was the presentation by Mr. 
Sherman of a letter from Minister Rod- 
riguez, tho representatire of the Greater 
Republic of Central America rincludinvr 
Nicaragua I, in eti'ect protesting against 
the execution of the Nicarairnaii cartal 
project by the United States under the 
concession granted in 1887 to tho Nica- 
raguan Canal company. As the bill for 
tfate purpose was about to be roted on 
by the senate, the appeaninre of the let- 
ter created consternation among its 
friends.

'I'lie di-bate was vi ry 1 arne.^' 
and the letter nude ;i ijrofDnnd impres- 
sion on the senators. Senator N'ilas de- 
clarud that it strack a deathblow to the 
canal projaot proposed by the pending 

bill. 

Earlier in the day tlie .sr nate unex- 
jiectediy found itself discus.dnf; the new 
Anglo-. \nie;iran treaty. While tho 
treaty itself has been relciised, all dis- 
cussion of it is restricted tu executive 
sessions. Notwithstanding this rule 
the expre.ssi(,ns were free and full from 
Messrs. Sliorinan, (iray, Culloiu, Lodge, 
Hoar and others. The statements of 
these senators were uniformly favorable 
to the high principle of the treaty, the 
only qualification being that it should 
receive mature and dispassionate oon« 
sideration. 

Shortly after the session began Mr. 
Tuqjic (Dem. Ind.) caused a preliminary 
flurry- by criticising the reported agree- 
ment between Mr. Olney and Mr. Sher- 
nxim by which no action was to be taken 
as to Oaba before starch 4. Mr. Sher- 
man emphatically d .Mied that any sucli 
agreemeiit had been made, and added 
that he had not had a word ttith Mr. 
Ulney in that direction. 

Mr. Turpie gave i:< tioe of a speech on 
the Cameron Cuban resolution on ICon* 
day. 

These three incid- rits relating to cur- 
rent foreign qnostica:} made the day's 
session one of the most eventful in 
years.

bptwpon 11 and 13 o'clock, in many 
homes is tho beginning of the season's 
merrymaking. The bongh is hnng in a 
place where there vrill bo no obstacle to 
passlitR nnder it, and the penalty for 
being oanght beneath Its branohea all 
know. 

The mistletoe of theDmidsIs Viscnm 
album. It is a true parasite, exisitng on 
the sap of other trees, and never at any 
time ia it in contact with the soiL It 
grows freely on applsb pear and plaaoi 
trees, on poplars^ thofM^ mi^tloa and 
basewood, and rarely on the oak. It is 
said that the only sacred mistletoe of 
the Druids was that found npon the oak. 
The propagation is by the seeds. Those 
are covered with a translncent, gammy 
substance. They are placed in position 
by birds, wfaioh in trying to rid their 
beaks of the stloky seeds mb them on 
the bark. Tfao seeds which are deposit- 
ed on the east or north side of the tree 
grow more rapidly tfaSB tboss to tbt 
south or west 

Some idea of the quantity of mistle- 
toe that is naed annually in London may 
be bad when 11 is known that from the 
two counties of Worcester and Hereford 
alone more than 100 tons are shipped 
each sea.son. Much alrjo fiuda its way 
from Normandy and from France to the 
London market Large quautitics are 
Imported yearly to New York, Boston 
and Philadelphia, and mooh reaohes 
Chicago. 

The mistletoe generally seen in the 
market here is a cousin to the European 
epecies and ia known as Phoradendrou 
flavesceus. It is smaller, both in berries 
and leal It is fonnd in great quantities 
in Ifew Jersey and soothward tbrongh 
the Carolinas, New Mexico and Indian 
Territory.

"OoLCMBDs, O., Jan. 21.— Papers of in- 
corporation have been taken ont in the 

Secretary of State's oflBce for a new rail- 
road company, to be known as the Col- 
ambns, Ohio River and Tidewater. The 
papers of incorporation call for three 
distinct divisions. The Qret is to be 
known as the Ohio Kiver Division, and 
will extend from Colambos to New Rich- 
mond, in Clermont Gonnty.

"The company is headed by Colonel 
Albert E. Boone, of Zanesville, who is 
well known in railroad circles. Tbe 
stockholders are Zanesville people. It is 
understood to be part of a proposed line 
Which Boone contemplates bailding from 
Columbus to Jellico, Tenn., to enter the 
coal fields of the South. Tbe road is in- 
corporated for only $1,000 capital stock."

Tliiii Test to Ascertain Hbetber Life is 
btlMt 



N«w YoBK, Janu8ry'20.— A diacuaeiou 
has been waging for some time in New 
York newspapers regarding the great 
number of persons buried alive and how 
to prevent premature burial. D. P. 
Packler, a prominent insurance man, to- 
day advanced a novel method. "Some 
thirty years ago," he says, "I learned of 
the following simple test, which I tried 
myself on the body of one of my brothers 
who died more than twenty-five yeara 
ago. Apply a lighted candle to some 
projecting part <rf the body in such a 
manner as to raise a blister. If vitality 
is present the blibter will contain matter, 
but if life has fled the blister will contain 
air only, and will burst in one or two 
seconds. In my eiperiment on the dead 
body of my brother the blister exploded 
with such violence as nearly to blow out 
the flame of the candle. I have under- 
stood from physicians that this is an ab- 
solute test. I believe that many have 
died from being partly embalmed, placed 
in ice or otherwise exposed before life 
waa extinct. Therefore, this test should 
be applied before an ondertakfr ia called 
in."

"I never refuse the plea of a beggar," 
says a leading member of opugfSSK 
"YOQ must not use my name and adver- 
tise me OS a pbibnthropist, for I am 
not.

"Onoe upon a time I was in St. Lonia 
on business. It was winter, and yon 
know how 9oid that town oan be wlten 
it tries hard. I waa out on the street at 
11 o'olook one bitter night when a chap 
struck me for a dime. He was poorly 
olad, looked hmigry and sick, und I 
oagbt to have handed out the money at 
once. I was just bruto enough not to do 
it. Ee followed mo 100 feet, begging 
and pleading, and I finally threatened 
to have him arrested. He turned away 
with a sob in his throat, and I went on 
to the hotel. 

"There was a big snowstorm that 
night, and next morning they found 
bim in a drift, frozen stark and stiff. I 
saw the body asd reoognised it The 
pale faoe was pinobed and drawn with 
hunger and suffering, and the eyes were 
as wide open as yours — great big bine 
eyes, sunken back in their sockets and 
stariiig at me in an awful way. Yes, 
sir, they seemed to be fastened on me 
alone and to follow me as I moved. 
When I hmrd oar drivers, draymen, 
bootblacks and newsboys saying how 
f?lndly they would have given the poor 
wretch a quarter to buy lodgings and 
food, I sneaked away, feeling that I was 
a murderer. It hurt me more than I 
oan tell yon. I don't wait now to ba 
asked for alms. I give to some wbo are, 
no donbt, undeserving, but I take my 
chances on that.

It was witii especial interest that I 
made my fln8 esMniaation of the sirsets 
of Paris, for I rensnbnsd tbtta as ba- 

ing in excellent condition in 1S88 (SB- 
position year). 

After a close and careful examination 
I should say that they are quite as well 
swept as our streets, and that there is 
nowhere to beioond the defective pave- 
ment, of whioh we havesomiiob. in the 
mi.tterof litter, however, I think that 
Now York is much better cared for, ex- 
cept in the more frequented show streets, 
and,to a certain extent even there, there 
is more pop^r scattered, and in many 
ports of the lown mnch less attention 
seems to lie iMrid to Its oolleotiotl and 
lemoral. On the whole, I think we lose 
nothing in the compariBon. New York 
is as clean and at least as tidy as Paris. 
The methods of work in the French cap- 
ital are in many respects different from 
what was found in other oities and vsiy 
different from the methods here. 

In 18.^9 the cleaning of the Itrosts 
wan transfcn-ed from the prefecture de 
police to the prefecture de lu Heine, and 
it was then placed in the hands of the 
engineering department. The coat at 
that time ooold not be learned, but the 
cost in 1879 was 8,808,000 franoa; in 
1877 it was 4, CIS, 000; in 1889 it was 
6,530,000. It is now about 8,000,000 
francs. Formerly it was the dnty of all 
property owners to clean one-half of the 
street if this did not ezoeed six meters 
(SO feet). This work is now done ^ the 
city and is paid for by a speoial tax on 
the property, whioh, for this purpose, is 
divided into three classes — thatoocnpied 
(1) by buildings, (2) by walls or open 
grounds, (4) by vacant lots. In no case 
is the charge more than the actual cost 
totheoity. In soma oasss it is mateciaUy 
less, property bdldeii mast still rena^ 
snow and ice from the sidewalks, ac- 
cording to specific regulations. — Har- 
per's Wsekly. 



Sir Iitooc Pitman was born at Trow- 
bridge Wells Jan. 4, 1813. After six years' 
service as a clothier's clerk he was sunt ta 
the normal college of the British and For 
eign School Soslety, London. At the 
close of 1881 he was appointed a master of 
the British school at Barton-on-Humb« 
Ho esUblUhed the British school at Wot- 
ton-Under-Edge in 1886. His first treatise 
waa on Shovthiand, entlted "Stenegrf^pUo 
Round Hand." appeared in 18<7, sad Ike 
thus beoams tbs originator of Bpellinj| is- 
form. 

His system of shorthand was renamed 
in 1840 and entitled "phonography or 
writing by sound," and his "Phonogr^h' 
le Reporter's Companion" appeared in 
1840. Sir Isaac also edited and printed 
the Pbonetlo Journal. Besides printing 
his own iBstruotloa books for teaoblng 
phonetic shorthand, he bad issued a 1^ 
brary of about 80 volumes, printed entire- 
ly in shorthsnd, raaglag nom tke Bible 
to Wasselas. In the aatiunn at 1887 an In- 
teroatioaal aherthaad ocngiaas andJaU- 
lee of phonographers was held in London, 
and GUr Isaso's family wasptsaeated with 
his bust. A gold medal troia Hm pheaog- 
raphera of the United MatM and mis CroiD 
those of Ozeat Britain and the oeloolas 
were presented. Mr. Pitman received 
the honor of knighthood in 1834.
